THE 820,000 DiMAOE CASK. 


Judge Vail this forenoon gave bis deci- 


sion on the demurrer entered by the de 
fondants to the declaration in the 820,- 
000 damage case of Edwin Dillehnnt 
against the City of Deaatur. Mr. Dille- 
hunt was a fireman in the employ of the 
oily, and was shockingly injured by driv- 
ing a hose wagon past a burning barn 
through an alley. City Attorney Lee 
and vV. 0. Johns for the city argued suc- 
cessfully that the manure pile in the 
alley at the barn, the alleged cause of 
the accident, waa not the approximate 
oauBe of tbe injury to Dillehunt, and fur- 
ther, that one department of the city 
government is not responsible for the 
negligenoa of another department. 
The 


court held that the points made by At- 
torneys Lee and Johns were good, and 
the demurrers were sustained. 
The 


plaintiff will have to come into court 
with a new or amended declaration.

One after another tho lifeless wore 
brnug-ht out of the heap of timber and 
placed in a row on tlte west side oi the 
track, while the injured woro carried 
to the meadow on tho oast sulo and 
cared for by the villagers, who minis- 
terad to thefr sufferings ami alleviated 
their pains as well as the facilities at 
hand would permit 


In tAe meantime news of the catas- 


trophe had been wired to La Porte, 
Westvillo, Uqion Mills, Michigan City 
and other points within a radius of a 
score of miles, ami within a compara- 
tively short time scores of buggies, wa- 
gons a/nd vehicles of every description 
were at tho scene. In these the in- 
jured were conveyed to the 
farm 


houses and residences of the neighbor- 
hood, the doors of which were thrown 
wide open by the occupants, the- latter 
devoting themselves to tho temporary 
relief of the sufferers pending the ar- 
rival of medical assistance. 


Ouo of the first to be taken away 


was Mi*. Roooy, of Iowa, who escarped, 
injury, but wa,s prosteotecl by tine 
shook at the ooilisioo.

The express, 


however, was an hour and twenty miij- 
utes lato, and, owing- to the heavy1 
travel growing out ol tin World's fair, 
it wus divided into two .sections, the 
second section running t\vel*.e min- 
utes behind tho first. Both sectionK 
were ma.de up at linitalo, ;ind the pas- 
sengers included people from that city 
as well as i'rom the various lines cen- 
tering there from Canada and the east. 


With the knowledge that under tho 


schedule he had twent\ 
minutes to 


spare Engineer Whitman of the freight 
train proceeded from the siiling to tho 
main track to take water, the switch 
being thioun open Jiv l i t rbertThomp- 
son, head br.ikeman ol the freight. 
After the r'i<?im- had taken w liter, the 
freight uas Kicked to the suling and 
Thompson < IO^L il the switch, 
liegard- 


ing tliis latter faet then 
is no room 


for question. Forct.'iilO the first sec- 
tion of the express, thirty mmutes 
late, swept past on the main track, 
giving the usual signal, one long and 
two short blasts, to intimate to the 
freight that a second section was fol- 
lowing1 close behind. 


What were the mo\^ments ot Brake- 


man Thompson in the next few mo- 
ments remaius to be developed. Certain 
it is that when twelve minutes later the 
second section of the west-bound ex- 
press came thundering along-at a speed 
of forty miles an hour, the switch was 
open.

The bag- 
gage car of the passenger train was 
thrown to one side, while the passen- 
ger coaches partially telescoped each 
other and the third, a Grand Trunk 
coach, cm into the sleeper car "Kan- 
sas," carrying away the smoking com- 
partment and sections one and two as 
clean as though they had been trimmed 
with a razor-edged axe.

Tbe Bennett Oase. 


Some days ago we had the pleasure of 


reading Pension Commissioner tioobren'a 
report, in which he devotes a good deal 
of space in t>n attempt to justify 
the 


wholesale pension 
suspensions made 


under the present administration. 
In 


view of the fact that the commiEsioner, 
some weeks ago by direction of the secre- 
tary of the interior, issued an order that 
that course was unjust and would cot be 
followed further, arguments in jaetilioa- 
tion of it seem entirely out of place. 


Bat the commissioner, notwithstanding 


this, has attempted 
to explain and 


justify what he once condemned. 
He 


begins with Ihe case of one, Bennett, an 
employe in the pension department who 
was drawing a 
pension 
for slight 


deafnees, and uses it justification of the 
wholesale suspensions. 
The next day 


a?ttr the commissioners report was pub- 
lished, Ssoretary Hoke Smith made a 
statement in which be also seeks to 
justify the suspension business, anJ in 
ihat statement he also refers to the Ben- 
nett case. 
Now it happens that neither 


Mr. Lochren or Mr. Smith discovered 
ttm Bennett case. 
That case was dic- 


ooven-d by o member of congress, and 
when it was run down, it waa found that 
Bennett's pension was secured by a Dem- 
ocrat ic mernberof congress from Indians, 
through mibrepresentation, and through 
no fault or carelessness on the part of 
Commissioner Baurn, 


Both Mr. Loohren and Mr. Smith 


admit 
that they got the impression 


that the pension roll was fall of fraud 
through this one case. Now, in view of 
tbe fact that they have suspended nearly 
10,000 pensions, it is very strange that 
they still confine themselves to the Ben- 
nett case. Thay ought to be able to re- 
fer to many other oasea, if they were 
right in making the suspensions. It 
looks very much as if Mr. Bennett, who 
was backed by his reform congressmen 
in getting his pension, is to be made to 
do a great deal of service in the interest 
of pension reform. But in the Bennett 
case both these gentlemen tell us he waa 
not entitled to a pension under the act 
ot 1890, and his pension is void. This 
being true, hia case doea Dot apply to 
anyone of tht> pensions tnspended, as 
they were not held to be void, but were 
suspended on suspicion or on the recom- 
mendation of local spies. Mr. Loohren 
says: 


In cases where it was believed that 


pensions could not be sustained and 
other medical examination waa thought 
necessary, the payment of the tmspension 


as ordered to be suspended pending ir.- 
estigation. 


'In oaaes where it wets believeJ," saya 


he cojamiesionBr. How was thia belief 
cfated?

Bobbers Beat. 


Train robbers have recently been hav- 


ing some trouble. They have run against 
some people who are disposed to dispute 
their right, to bold np a train and rob it 
without encountering any resistance. 
The result is that some of those masked 
American citizans have been cent to a 
country where, according to the .beat in- 
formation at hand, the valuable things 
ot the realm are not shipped from point 
to point, and where snob people do not 
oarry into effect the maxim of the loafer, 
that "the world owes him a living," 
which involves bis right to get it in any 
way he may aee fit. 


Some (days ego, near Centralia, when 


an attempt wee made by these bluffers 
to rob a train, the employes of the Illi- 
nois Central railway who were in charge 
of the train, jumped on the robbers with 
a shotgun and some convenient iron 
bars, after the fireman and'engineer had 
been severely wounded by the outlaws, 
and shot and beat the knights of the 
road until they captured all of them but 
one, They did not rob that train; but, 
instead, they went to jail, where they 
tumbled over each other to confess their 
guilt and give the names of all connected 
with the robbery. 


Near St. Joe, Mo., last Monday morn- 


ing another gang boarded a train, with 
the view of robbing the express oar. 
That train waa loaded, not, however, by 


set of men that had any intention to 
ee the robbers perform on a safe with 
ynamite, or on the express messenger 
nti their men with revolvers and Win- 
hestera, The ehoe was on the other foot; 
nd the robbers were shot dowt, as they 
eeerved to be, like Jogs; aad tbose who

It is the 
ind of experience that will show those 
n charge of trains that the festive train 
obber is not invincible. It ia a lesson 
n physiology that demonstrates that the 
x>dy of a train robber ia as vulnerable to 
ead as the body of an honest railroad 
nan, or that of an express messenger. 
Ve believe that nine oat of ten men wbo 
nter into a compact to rob a train, and 
who are equal to shooting down men 
without cause or provocation, are down- 
ight eowarde, and when they get tbe 
otion in their heads that their vermir.- 
nfested bodies are likely to become the 
argets of men of courage, train robberies 
will not nourish as thay have within tbe 


ast few years. 
It ia refreshing to note 
it> thia con- 


nection that the express companies and 
ailroad companies have concluded that 
heir men, who have bad tha courage to 
demonstrate that train robbers do not 
iwn the earth, are entitled to substantial 
eoognition. The Illinois Central Rail- 
way company and the American Express 
ompany have ordered six gold medals, 
with which they propose to decorate the 
iix men who prevented the intended 
Centralia robbery, and in addition to the 
medals, have given the 3e men 82,000 in 
sash. The recipients lire A OJim, con- 
ductor; Ben Young, engineer; Ed. Mc- 
)owell, firemen; Felix Armstrong, bag- 
gageman; 0. D. Boyle, express messenger, 
and P. J. Sanders.

ifferent industries, built up by proter- 
ion, came by their representatives, befora 
hat committee and plead for the re- 
ention of the present tariff law, as one 
ould plead for a friend, not a single 
abormgman in any calling, appeared to 
lead for a free trade tariff. 
From all 


his broad land, not a manufacturer or a 
armer or any employer of labor appeared 
o make a plea for the enactment of a 
ree trade tariff, while on the contrary 
joth Democrats and Bepnblioans, whose 
apital is invested in American industries, 
ame by scores to plead with that com- 
mittee, not to enact a revenue tariff to 
weak down our industries and impover- 
•jh our .American labor. And these men 
were no', limited to northern, producers, 


the southern planter and sugar pro- 


luoer and manufacturer, though voting 
he Democratic ticket, mingled their 
lebB with the New England and western 


manufacturer for the protective tariff as 
t is. The only people who came before 
,he committee to plead for a free trade 
,ariff 
were foreigners or foreign im- 


porters, who ore looking after tbe in- 
;ereats of their own country or their own 
buainefB. 
Of these there were from 


iulrt two subjects of Her Majesty 


Qneen Viet ria, u paid attorney looking 
after foreign interests, and by invitation 
of the committee, an Austrian pearl 
juttoc manufacturer. 


Some of the most important of these 


hearings were those of Democrats. Mr. 
Anth, ot Pittsburg, who represented the 
glass industry, did not hesitate to advo- 
cate the retention of tha McKinley tariff 
law as it is, and when pressed to know 
why a man holding the views he did, 
voted the Democratic ticket, replied: " I 
cannot help it; I was made that way." 
Ex-Secator Davis, of West Virginia, a 
Democratic leader, appeared in the in- 
terest of the retention of the duty on 
coal, as did aleo that state Democratic 
governor, Governor McCorkle. 


When the latter gentleman WBB before 


the committee and had concluded his 
plea for protection to the industries of 
his state, Mr. Turscey, of Missouri, a 
member of the committee, ashed: "When 
were you elected governor of West Vir- 
Kinia?" "Last November," replied the 
governor. 
Tarsney then asked: "Tbe 


platform upon which you were elected 
was for a reduction of duties, was it 
not?" This was an infamous question, 
and as dishonest aa it was infamous, be- 
cause the platform mads no such declara- 
tion . It declared protection a fraud and 
a robbery and unconstitutional, and did 
did not declare in favor of modifying 
that robbery by reducing duties. It was 
squarely in favor ot a revenue tariff, bnt 
the humbug psrtiaan governor answered: 
"Yes, sir." 
And 
Tarsney 
inquired: 


"Then why are jou here advocating pro- 
tection?" 
Had the governor been a 


patriot, instead of a narrow humbug just 
like Tarscey and his colleagues, he could 
consistently have answered "no," and 
followi-d H up with the pertinent in- 
quiry, why the committee had opened 
tbe why for hearings when tht platform 
opposed all protection as uncocstitu- 
tionnl, and why the committee did not 
proceed to ruin American industries 
iind pauperize American labor, according 
to th» declarations of the platform »nd 
the desire of the Democratic free-traders.

the Grand Lodge of Nebraska, and thia 
notion does not affect the proposition to 
exclude saloonkeepers altogether, which 
will be vuled on \r the form of a constitu- 
tional amendment. 
A nurnb«r of other 


appeals were acted opon. 
The most im- 


portant one decided was that of M. B 
Bamos, grand 
master 
of \irginia, 


against tbe grand lodge of that state. 
Grand lodge officers are votsd for by the 
subordinate lodges, bni at an elec- 
tion in Virginia the subordinate ledges 
failed to elect, and the election was 
thrown into the grand lodge. The past 
grands insisted on their right to vote in 
this election, and the grand master BUS 
tained their claim, but the grand lodge 
reversed the decision of their presiding 
officer, who appealed. The appeal was 
sustained and the grand lodge of Vir- 
ginia was directed to amend its constitu- 
tion in conformity with thia action. The 
action ol the Grand Lodge of Tennessee 
in'snstaining the refusal of East Tennes- 
see Lodge, No. 34, to pay benefit money 
due to it was reserved. In the appeal ot 
a lodge at Mi:yeatown, Pa,, it was decided 
that funeral beneats can be paid only to 
widows, minor children or dependent 
relatives. In the case appealed a mar- 
ried woman, the mother of five children- 
put in a claim as an orphan after the 
death of her father, who belonged to the 
order. 


The committees have at last united 


upon a plan of disposing of the fund 
(over 8100,000) which was collected in 
Chicago for the benefit of the families of 
the firemen who were killed in the cold 
storage fire ir. July. It ia in effect that 
a certain sum be paid in cash to the

dren. In accordance with this plan Mrs. 
J. H. Freeman, of Springfield, will re- 
ceive 82,000 in oaeh with interest on an 
additional 82,000 probably at ty, per 
cent. At her death there will be a re- 
version of 82,000 to 
Mr. Freeman's 


heirs. The trust will probably be put 
in charge of the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings bank in Chicago. Mrs. Freeman 
was intarviewed last evening by a Jour- 
nal reporter and said she had not yet 
been notified of the disposition of her 
share of the money.

Patriarchs Militant Victorious. 
The Patriaroha Militant, the military 


branch of the Odd Fellows' order, won a 
big viutory in the sovereign grand lodge 
at Milwaukee Thursday. After a haid 
struggle they obtained the right to legis- 
late for themselves. Under an order 
that would have gone into effect next 
month the militarylbranch would have 
been placed under tf ariadiotion of the 
encampment. Thia was opposed by the 
Patriaroha Militant, which held that, be- 
ing a military body, they should be gov- 
erned by a military man. The opposite 
view waa taken by the committee which 
had the matter in hand. The fight 
lasted all day, bat the Patriarchs came 
out triumphant in the end. Under the 
present action of the sovereign grand 
lodge their cantons and commands in 
each state will be under the order of a 
department commander and the sover- 
eign grand lodge. The grand aire will 
b« ex-offlcio head of all Patriaroha Mili- 
tant in the world. The only other im- 
portant business was the appropriation 
ot 825,000 to purchase permanent quar- 
ters for the grand secretary.

Building and Loan Associations. 
In an opinion rendered yesterday At- 


torney General Moloney rules that build- 
ing and loan associations can rot borrow 
money of other corporations, or make 
loans to them; that other corporations 
can not own stock in loan associations in 
order to borrow; that building and loan 
associations can not issue paid-up stock 
and pay interest on it; that tbey can not 
pay expenses, oommissiona and salaries 
ont of monthly assessments; that office 
expenses should be paid frcm profits; 
that directors cannot be paid even nom- 
inal fees, but that association i may pay 
the committees while engaged in valuing 
real estate security.
